BLIZZARD WEATHER. 


The Worst Storm in Years Visite the 
: North Border States. 

OsSwEco, N. Y., March 11.—The blizzard has 
complete possession of this town. All rail- 
roads are blocks. There are no mails and 
wires are down. Notrains have been run- 
ning in or out of Oswego to-day. Railroad 
tracks are full to the top. There are im- 


mense drifts in the principal streets. Nearly 
all business has stopped. It is the worst 
storm in years. 


TWO FEET OF SNOW. 
WATERTOWN, N. Y., March 11.—Blizzard 
weather prevails throughout Northern New 
York, though unaccompanied by any serious 
tmardship.

Maitland Francis Morland Sentenced 
for Blackmailing His Dupe.

CLIMAX OF THE SENSATIONAL PROSE- 
CUTION OF A TUTOR. 


The White-Haired Felon Tried to Extort 
Hush Money From His Dupe—A Mem- 
ber of Parliament Expelled — Henry 
Rochefort Makes a Demand—General 
Foreign News. 


Lonrpoy, March 11,—Maitland Francis Mor- 

land of 23 St. John street, Oxford, 6 years of 
age, and described as a tutor, was to-day 
sentenced to ten years at hard labor for at- 
tempting to obtain from Lord Hothfleld the 
sum of £70 and other moneys by false pre- 
tenses. Morland isa silver-haired ,sanctified- 
looking old gentleman, who has been en- 
gaged in a peculiar and eminently novel 
system of blackmail by getting noblemen 
into a compromising correspondence with a 
beautiful woman who never materialized, 
and then adding totheir aggravation by ex- 
tracting or attempting to extract the sum of 
money for the surrender of the letters written 
to the imaginary lady. Quite a number of 
noblemen appear to have paid the sum asked 
for, amounting to £50 to £100 in each case, 
rather than be bothered by the scandal. Lord 
Hothfield would not pay, but placed the mat- 
ter in the hands of his solicitors. 

The affair came tothe knowledge of Mr. 
Labouchere, the e@itor and owner of 7ruth, 
who published an article calling attention to 
the new system of blackmail under the 
shadow of Oxford University. A great sen- 
sation was caused, and the authorities were 
compelled by public opinion to take up the 
case, the result being the arrest and prose- 
cution of Moriand. 

The prisoner looked hisage. His hair and 
whiskers are as white as the driven snow 
and, though he has a ruddy complexion, the 
lines in his face are deeply cut by the tooth 
oftime. He was plainly and comfortably at- 
tired-in black clothes, white shirt, black silk 
tie and dark gray vest. He stands abouts 
feet 5 or 6 inches and his general appear- 
ance is that ofa professional man ofthe old 
school and of good position. 

From the statement in behalfof the Treas- 
ury itappears that Morland, personating a 
Mrs. Maitland, wrote Lord Hothfield, asking 
for at first £0” and then £70, offering his 
lordship the pleasures of her occasional so- 
ciety in the character of a young woman, tall 
and graceful, witha perfect figure and feat- 
ures like the Princess of Wales, with a com- 
petent annuity and a house large and well 
appointed in the best part of Oxford. The 
first letter was received so long ago as 1555 
and a second somewnat later. In July, 1991, 
a third letter, failing to bring £70, the pris- 
oner began an action for thisamount, bct 
discontinued it when the Messrs. Lewis en- 
tered appearance to the writ, which was 
actually taken out, promising to proceed in 
a county court. It would appear from a 
mass of papers ,seized when the prisoner was 
arrested, that similar operations had been 
attempted with Eari Russell and other per- 
sons of title,even to the insane step of taking 
Out legal process. 

The prisoner was represented by Paul Tay- 
lor, who argued that Moreland suffered from 
an inexplicable mania for writing letters. 
When asked what he had tosay, Moreland 
began to sob. He said that his wife and 
daughters were innocent of any complicity in 
his course, and that no woman was involved 
in his schemes.

COAL MINERS OUT. 
IXAUGURATION OF A STRIKE INVOLVING 40,000 
‘ ° MEN 


Lomwpox, March 11.—When the night shifts 
left the mines in Durham this morning they 
brought their tools with them. This was 
done im accordance with yesterday’s cde- 
cision, which makes the coai “‘strike’’ a 
certainty. It its thought the miners 
would reconsider their determina- 
tion to take a holiday, but 
the action taken yesterday shows that the 
men are Getermined to carry out their threat 
to prevent the mine owners from making 
any reduction in their salaries. The latest 
estimate places the number of miners who 
will quit work to-morrow at 490,000. 

The Miners’ Federation has issueda mani- 
feste, in which lt says that all its members 
must stop work to-morrow except a few sur- 
face men, Water pumpers and ventilator at- 
tendants. Nocoal must be raised from the 
shafts. The manifesto adds: 

“*"We expect outside districts to remember 
that the members of the Miners’ Federation 
are taking a holiday forthe sole purpose of 
clearing the markets of surplus coal, which

has been used by speculators in a system of 
unfair trading, closely akin to gambling. 
We trust that our action will not only avert 
the menaced reductions in our wages, but 
those that are tiiFeatened in the wages of 
the Scotch, South Wales and Northumber- 
land miners.’” ~ ~ 

The manifesto entreats the men employed 
in Scotland, South Wales ana Northumber- 
land, none of whom belong to the Miners’ 
Federation, they having associations of their 
own, not to work during the strike more than 
the tour or five days a Week that they have 
hitherto worked. The manifesto continues: 

*‘‘In future strikes we hope to: embrace 
every district throughout the United King- 
dom.’’ | 

A miners’ conference will be held on March 
16 to decide upon the date on which the men 
will resume work. 


ENGLISH AMIABILITY, 


PRESIDENT HARRISON PRESUMES TOO MUCH ON 
ITS CONTINUANCE. 


Lorpos, March 11.—The Standard, com- 
menting on the Betring Sea question, says:

Address of Mr, Montgomery of Ken- 
tucky on Tariff 


HIS ARGUMENT SUPPORTED BY VOLUMI- 
NOUS STATISTICS. 


Demands of the Democratic Party—Labor’s 
Burdens Increased by the McKinley 
Act-FPension Investigation — Presi- 
dential Nominations — Congressional 
Proceedings— Washington Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 11.—Represen- 
tative Montgomery of Kentucky, a member 
ofthe Ways and Means Committee, made a 
strong argument, largely made up of statis- 
tical analysis, in support of the bill of the 
committee. In this speech Mr. Montgomery 
devoted his chief attention tothe contention 
that it deprived labor of protection and by 
statistics went on to show that the bill gave 
more protection than the entire labor cost of 
producing goods in the United States. 

Mr. Montgomery prefaced his remarks with 
the statement that the demand of the Demo- 
cratic party should be lower rates and great- 
er relief to the people than reformers had 
ever before asked in any attempt to revise 
the tariff. There was now no question in- 
volved as to what should be done with the 
duties on iron, or cotton, or glass, or tin 
plate or any of the thousands of other articles 
50 unjustly and unnecessarily burnened with 
excessive rates. Those questions would be 
in their turn discussed later. But the present 
question in the House and before the people 
was whether members were willing to re- 
duce the taxation on woolen goods and 
clothes from an average of 91% per cent under 
the present law, toan average of 4 per cent 
under this bill. 

WOOL DUTIES. 

Mr. Montgomery then proceeded to discuss 
the proposition laid down by the protection- 
ists, that the duty of 11 or 12 cents per pound 
On wool was necessary to protect the Ameri- 
can wool grower against foreign competition, 
and that even with free wool under the duties 
on wool products imported by the pending 
bill the American manufacturers would not 
have the present protection to make up the 
difference between the cost of labor in this 
country and abroad. Touching the first 
proposition, he asserted that there was no 
occasion to theorize,a comparison of the 
London and 
in this country for the last twenty-five years 
showed that the priceof unprotected wool in 
the London market had varied. less than '% 
cent from the price of the protetted 
wools sold in New York, Philadelphia and 
Boston. Thetables he showed conclusively 
established the fact that the tariff on wool 
which had been used forover twenty-five 
years to keep the wool growers in an organ- 
ized combination all along the line, with the 
other protected industries to maintain exor- 
bitant tariff duties is like all other tariffs on 
farm products, ‘“‘asham anda fraud.’’ But 
supposing that the tariff does raise the price 
of wool, what reason was there that the wool 
growers should be favored beyond the mil- 
lions of people engaged in other agricultural 
pursuits. It must be born in mind that this 
country never could raise the woo] necessary 
to clothe it@ people. Even undemthe heavy 
tax of the McKinley act the Imports of wool 
had increased from 114,000,000 poundsin 1889 
to 136,000,000 pounds 18 1591. 

WAGES NOT INCREASED. 

He then took up the second proposition that 
the ad valorem duties fixed by the bill were 
insufficient to compefisate the manufacturers 
for the difference itl wages in this country 
andin Europe. He éaid that notwithstand- 
ing all that had bee® said about the benefits 
to accrue to labor from the passage of the 
McKinley bill, he did mot believe that a single 
industry could be pointed out in which wages 
had been increased. On the contrary, there 
were strikes ani lockouts resulting disas- 
trously to labor. The labor cost of mana- 
factured products in this country differed 
littie from that in Europe. The price per 
hour and per week might be greater, 
but this was fully made up 
by the use of better machinery 
and methods so that one dollar spent in high 
priced labor here produced as much as one 
dollar spent for low- priced labor in Europe. 
If the American mangfacturer were given 
free raw material, he could pay American 
wages, keepthe home market and compete 
with the markets of the world. It must be 
admitted that the duties fixed in the bill were 
higher than were necessary to give ample 
protection. They were higher by 0 percent 
than was askec after the passage, when the 
Woolen Manufacturers’ Association bar- 
gained with the Wool Growers’ Association 
to imaugurate the scheme of oppressive 
duties on wooland woolens, which this bill 
propused to Cestroy. 

DEMOCRATIC POLICY. 

The policy of the Democratic party was not 
only to maintain the wages and broaden the 
fieid of all labor. but to increase the com- 
forts their wages when earned will purchase 
for themselves and their families. he com- 
mittee has kept constantly in view this Dem- 
ocratic Goctrine so well stated by Mr. Cleve- 
land in his great tariff message to the 
Fiftieth Congress. He has given this branch 
of the subject careful examination and 
would conclusively show that there bad been 
no departare fromthis Mberal policy toward 
labor employed in our woolen  milis. 
Statistics furnished him by the Hon. 
roll D. Wright, Commissioner of Labor. 
showed that the cost of labor in woolen 
goods in Europe differed but little from the 
cost 1n our wwn milis. He asserted without 
fear of contradiction that the ntage of 
protection given in the pending bill was not 
only enough tocover apy supposed differ- 
ence, but was more than sufficient to pay all 
the labor, cost of the production of woolen 
goods in our factories. In Diankets the table 
showec labor cost from 227 to 2 per cent; the 
protection given by the Dill varied from % to

As s00n as the robbers had left, Mr. Crane 
saddied his horse and came to Buffalo and 
swore out a warrant for the arrest of Jim and 
Tom Jones and Si Sprague. The Sheriff and 
Prosecuting Attorney hurried tothe home of 
the Jones boys, living three miles southwest 
of town, and secreted themselves close to the 
house 1nd in a few minutes, about! o’ clock, 
a. m., the boys, in company with Sprague 
entered the house. The Sheriff returned to 
town and gota posse of men and went back 
and arrested the boys. 

Circumstantial evidence is —— against 
them as they were seen goingtoand comin 
from Mr. Crane’s house. It is thought tha 
Mr. Crane and wife will identify them as the 
parties committing the robbery. The Poys 
refuse to tell where they were at the 
time ofthe robbery, but say they were at 
home in bed at 10 o’clock. There was great 
excitement in town after the Sheriff returned 
from the home of the Jones Dboys, where he 
had been searching the premises and found 
two sets of harness and a saddle under the 
hay inthe barn. They have been identified 
by the owners from whom they were stolen a 
short time ago.

QUIET AT THE “CURVE” AND NO FUR 
THER TROUBLE FEARED. 


The Tough Element,Not Represented 
Among the Shooting Party—Bolad Rob- 
bery of a Dallas County Yarmer—A 
Woman Helpless in the Hands of 
Brutes—Other Crimes. 


MEmMPnis, Tenn,, March 11.—The Criminal 
Court Grand-jury is investigating the recent 
lynching of jail prisoners and many wit- 
nesses tried before the jury by Attorney~ 
General Peters. Itis not expected that in- 
dictments will be found against any of the 
lynching party, it being almost an im posst- 
bility to 4iscover their identity, its membérs 
being pledged to secrecy. It is known that 
the lynchers did not belong to the tough ele- 
ment, but were responsible and respectable 
citizens, who considered the acta necessity. 

The negroes now tn jail on charge of aid- 
ing and attempting to murder the deputy 
sheriffs at the Curve will be indicted and 
punished. Everything is quiet and there is 
no danger of any more trouble at the 
**‘OCurve’’ or elsewhere in the city between 
the whites and negroes, People have ceased 
talking about the matter ana it 1s almost for- 
gotten forthe present. The crap shooting 
dives and shady groceries at the Curve will 
be Ubroken up and the locality will no 
longer be permilted to be a resort for the 
criminal colored element.

The Woman Arrested in Peoria Said 
Be Mrs, Prentic. = 

A S&T. LOUIB WOMAN CLAIMS SHE IS THE 
REAL MRS. PETTY. 


‘She Alleges That the Maltreated Child Is 
Her Daughter bya Former Marriage— 
Going to Peoria—Max Koepfie, a Stone- 
mason, Commits Suicide by Hanging—

._A telegram from Peoria, Ill., this morning 
tells of the alleged horrible manner in which 


| a little 9-year-old girl has been treated in that 


city by W. H. Petty and wife, with whom she 
was living, and who recently moved to 
Springfield from Memphis, Tenn. The girl 


was sent out every morning tobeg on the 
streets, the telegram stated, and if she re- 
turned in the evening with very little money, 
as sometimes happened, Petty and 
wife would beat her, as was alleged, 
and tie her u by the thumbs and 
even burn her with a red hot poker, it was 
averred, According to the telegram her 
body is covered with burns and cuts and 
bruises, The police found $300 sewed up ia 
the woman’s dress, the dispatch states, and 
it was also learned that the Pettys had 
pownes jewelry to the value of $1,000, it fur- 
her alleges. 

It would now appear from developments 
here to-day thatthe woman supposed to be 
Petty’s wife is not his wife at all, but was a 
Mrs. Prentice of Memphis and that the little 
girlis Hattle Putnam, Mr. Petty’s daughter 
by a former husband. lady, who is 
said to the genuine Mrs. 
Petty, called on Acting Chief Reedy 
at the Four Courts to-day, accompanied by 
Mr, Wm. H. Mayo, and gave some interesting 
information in regardtoher husband. Two 
yeats agoshe was keeping a boarding-house 
at Clayton, in St. Louls County, when she 
met E, L. Spor f she stated. He was then in 
the omer of Wm. R. Cottrill, the bill poster, 
she said. She thought he was a very fine man 
atthe time, she averred, when he proposed 
marriageafew months later she accepted 
him. Her maiden name was Hunt, and at the 
time of her marriage to Pett she was 
the widow of Frank N. Putnam, she claimed, 
and had one child, alittle girl of 7 years.

THE CITY SUED FOR $75,000. 


Large Damages Asked By the McMurray 
& Judge Iron Co.—Court Notes. 


The erection of the Twenty-first stree 
bridge is likely to involve the city 
in heavy and prolonged litigation. 
Ex-City Counselor Leverett Bell 
and Rudolph Schulenburg, representing 
The MacMurray-Judge Architectural Iron 
Co., begana suit to-day against the city for 
$75,000 damages, because of the change of 
grade of Twenty-first street in consequence 
of the erection of the Twenty-first street 
bridge. 

The petition in the case sets forth that the 
MacMurray-Judge Architectural Iron Co. has 
been for many years engaged in Dusiness 
In St. Louls, manufacturing cast and 
wrought iron work and that its place 
of business is on the southeast corner of 
Twenty-first and Papin streets, having a 
front on Twenty-first street of 127 feet and 6 
inches and on Papin street of 294 feet. The 
ground it is stated is covered 
with a ovrick structure erected in 
1881, extending to the line of Twenty-first 
street, andtheline of Papin street, and an 
alley, and contains the machine shop, 
foundry, pattern shop, engine, bofler- 
room, tramways, steam hoisting 
machinery and other appliances 
and machinery. The building and improve- 
ments were constructed, it is averred, and 
adjusted to the grade of Papin street, 
Twenty-first street and the alley, 
pursuant to ordinance 7,741 re 
approved it set forth July 6, 1871.

I shail not spare the 
feelings of any of them as they have not con- 
sidered mine. Iam at work now on my com- 
munication to the trustees.’’

This city has never had what 
is called in speculative pariance a “‘boom.’’ 
Although an immense amount of money 
has been made in St. Louis real estate, the 
method of making it has been legiti- 
mate. There has been no wild specula- 
tion, no artificial inflation, no balloonism 
in this city’s real property. The ad- 
vance in prices here has been constant 
and healthy, strictly in keeping with the 
genuine demand. There is nota piece of 
real estate in 8t. Louis upon which money 
cannot be borrowed to a remarkably close 
margin of its market value. The magnifi- 
cent reserve of fine residence property, ex- 
tending for miles around the city, makes 
the engineering of real estate corners im- 
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possible. 

Yet with these moderate prices and mar- 
ket conditions so favorable to profitable 
investment, the prospect forrapid growth 
is unexcelled. In the near future will 
come the utilization of the Mississippi 
River for commercial purposes to an ex- 
tent scarcely dreamed of at present. The 
development of the Southwest, which isa 
commercial tributary of St. Louis, is yet 
in its infancy, andthe mine of wealth to 
be realized from the opening of trade with 
Mexico is yet to be tapped. 

The record of investment in this city of 
late years shows how these advantages are 
being recognized by shrewd outside men 
and not a dollar has been put into St. 
Louis property with any discretion by 
either home seekers or investors which 
cannot be regained witha handsome re- 
turn, 
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ALWAYS AGAINST AMERICANS. 


The McKinley tariff provision for a 
drawback of 90 per cent of the tariff tax 
paid on imported material used in articles 
of American manufacture when the latter 
are exported, has been inoperative except 
for the benefit of the Standard Oil Co. and 
other large exporters of tinned godds who 
manufacture theirown packages from im- 
ported tin plate. We are not exporting 
any more linen or woolen goods than we 
were before the drawback was provided. 

The rules necessary to protect the Treas- 
ury from fraudulent drawback claims re- 
quire such identification of the imported 
material and such proof of the amount of 
tariff-tax paid thereon that manufacturers 
of articles composed in part of imported 
materials find it impracticable in most 
cases to obtain the drawback, and the 
tariif-tax on the raw material remains an 
effective barrier to the exportation of 
American manufactures combining Amer- 
ican with foreign materials. 

Even when this drawback operates 
favorably to) the exporter it operates in 
favor of the foreign as against the Ameri- 
canconsumer. That, however, is to be 
expected from a tariff the whole object of 
which is to tax American consumers and 
to make them pay more than foreigners 
for everything they buy. In furtherance 
of this object, this tariff taxes even Ameri- 
can products when reimported, so that 
‘‘combines’’ of protected manufacturers 


'can sell surplus goods abroad at very low 


prices without fearing that the same goods 
will be reimported and sold for a profit at a 
price to break the home price down. 

But for this provision an enterprising 
man could soon make a large fortune buy- 
ing American-made articles in Canada and 
selling them in this country below the 
price maintained at home by protected 
combinations of manufacturers, 
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SILENCE and cgncealment in school man- 
agement cause more scandals than they 
avert. Private hearings are out of place 
and are the fruitful parents of just such 
troubles as the Shumate exposure which 
now perplexes the authorities. Had this 
case been thoroughly investigated at the 
outset and the results made public, the 
School Board and the Superintendent 
would not now be frantically trying to get 
a woman to hold her tongue.

The Ex-President First Choice of the 
Democracy. 


REVIEW OF THE POLITICAL FIELD BY 
COL. SMALLEY. : 


Senator Hill Refuses to Divulge His Views 
on Silver—An Ohioan Proposes “Any- 
body But Cleveland’ — Connecticat 
Polled—Texas White Republicans Bolt 
the Cuney Rule— Politics. 


New Yorn, March 11.—Col. Bradley B, 
Smalley, member of the National Democratic 
Committee from Vermont and one of the Ex- 
acutive Council of the World’s Fair Commis- 
sion, Wwasatthe Fifth Avenue Hotel yester- 
day. Mr. Smalley hasinthe course of the 
past few months visited several Western 
States in the interest of the World’s Fair, 
and has more recently beén in Washington. 
Hie was asked what was the sentiment in New 
England as regards the Presidential candi- 
dates. 

**‘Tam not to be qubtea as to my opinions 
as to the strength of any candidate,’’ he 
sald, ‘*but I can tell you the result of my ob- 
servations, asI cantell youif it be hot or 
cold out of doors to-day. The New England 
States are strongly in favor of Grover Cleve- 
land as the Democratic candidate. My obser- 
vation is that he has very littie opposition 
among the leaders, and he is certainly the 
choice of the rankand fileofthe party. | 
have heard estimates thatin all six of the 
New England States there would not be four 
votes in the eonventionfor any candidate 
other than Mr. Cleveland. 

‘*‘Among Republicans there is almost aa 
general a sentiment for Harrison. All the 
delegations, if I am correctly informed, will 
be willing to support Mr. Harrison in the 
convention. The feelingin the two parties 
as regards these two men is about the same. 
Republicans are for Harrison for about the 
same reason that the Democrats are for 
Cleveland. The Democrats believe that Mr. 
Cleveland gave the country a good adminis- 
tration and that he was an honest man. 
They believe he can give another equally as 
good administration and that he will still be 
an honest man. The same arguments are 
put forth by the republicans in favor of Har- 
rigon. 

‘‘There are some influences at work which 
will help the Democratic party in New 
Englana, New Hampshire is good fighting 
ground, and Republican tactional differences 
have grown up and have been allowed to be- 
come widespread and bitter.

now, the trade of¢ Oklahoma 
St. Louis is very small, and all owing to the 
fact that we have no direct St. Louis line, 
causing the traffic to go to Chicago and Kan- 
sas City. The Rock Island has built a line 
westward from Oklahoma City, tapping their 
road, and taking off a great amount of traffic 
that would otherwise go by the Santa Fe. 
All this goes to Chicago, and as we have to 
deal with that city, which has not a very 
short line, we have to pay more for our 
goods than we should. What we want to get 
is a St. Louis line, and this can readily be 
obtained. From Sapulpa, the terminus 
of the Frisco, to Oklahoma City, 1s a distance 
of only 100 miles. This gap we wantto have 
filled, and then we will have a line to St. 
Louls that will enable us to do all our trading 
here, and leave out Chicago and Kansas City 
entirely. It will give us a direct line, and 
not compel us totake the roundabout way 
that must now be pursued to reach a market. 
This matter is of immense Importance to us, 
but of almost equal importance to St. Louls. 
Oklahoma is a rich and rapidly growing 
territory, and its natural base is St. 
Louls, But owing .to imperfect ratiroad 
connections the trade goes elsewhere to the 
great loss of both parties interested, The 
Board of Trade of Oklahoma City has held 
several meetings and is ready to grant every- 
thingthat the Frisco ean ask. We want a 
direct line here and ought tohaveit. The 
connecting link between the Frisco at Sapul- 

a and Oklahoma City would be but 100 miles 
ong, and lies through a country which offers 
no obstacles to railroad construction. Ifthis 
were built nearly all the trade would come 
here. More than this, the Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe’ Reservations, thirty miles 
west of us, are soon to be opened 
up. With the newline nearly the whole of 
the trade in this region would come here; 
without it scarcely any will. As an indica- 
tion of the disadvantayes that we labor under 
as regards St. Louis trade, I may mention 
that the bank with which I am connected 
scarcely finds it worth while to keep an ac- 
count here, as all our customers want Chi- 
cago or Kansas City exchange. This is an un- 
natural situation, and would be corrected by 
the building of the new line.’’

FIXING DISTRICTS. 


To-Day’s Caucus Decides the Question at 
Jefferson City. 


PLAN PROPOSED BY THE REDISTRICTING 
COMMITTEE. 


Complications Growing in the University 
Squabble—Partial Victory is Morn- 
ing for the Advocates of Columbia—S8t. 
Louis County Delegation on the 
Ground-—Short Sessions. 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 11.—Both the 
Senate and House were in session this morn- 
ing. The ahnouncement was made in each 
branch that the Democratic caucus tocon- 
sider the congressional redistricting bill had 
been called for2 p, m, instead of to-night. 
The Senate remained in session only fifteen 
minutes, and did nothing important. 

In the House a motion to reconsider Fogle’s 
resolution calling for bids for the location of 
the University was defeated bya vote of 68 
to 65. This was taken as a victory by the 
anti-removalists. The motion to reconsider 
was made by Representative McLinn 
of Jehnson County a pronounced 
opponent of Columbia. It was explained 
quietly before he made this move that he had 
a bill prepared in harmony with the measure 
recommended in the majority report sub- 
mitted in the Senate yesterday. He fell short 
of enough votes to reconsider however. The 
University matter is more complicated than 
ever. The House without consulting with 
the Senate called for bids, and now the re- 
movers want to weaken on the proposition. 
The Senate suggestion fdr the appointment 
of a commission strikes most of the removers 
favorably. The House adjourned at noon 
until to-morrow morning. 

THE AGREEMENT. 

It was late last evening when the Demo- 
cratic members of the Senate and House 
Committees on Congressional Redistricting 
agreed uponareport. Eaily in the day the 
sub-committee’s report, making thirteen 
Democratic and two typo oo districts, 
was reported, and a bill making fourteen 
districts was demanded, The Gerrymanderers 
went to work in earnest, and late last night 
decided to report a bill making the following 
districts subject, of course, to the approval 
of the general caucus.

Commercial Notes. 


Warming up in the West and Northwest. 

Heavy snows in England, but favorable weather on 
the Continent. 

Weather clear, 34 deg. at 12 o'clock, 
east: Fair, warmer. 

New Orleans cleared yesterday 43,000 bu wheat 
and 24,000 bu corn to'Antwerp. 

During Janua Belgium imported 51,000 sks 
flour and 2,664,( wheat and exported 55,000 sks 
flour and 328,000 bu wheat, 

The latest bull tipis, that all the wheat in the 
stack and shock in the Northwest has been irrepara- 
biy ruined by the late biizzard. 

A private cable to New York says: Paris wheat 
15 centimes higher with a betterdemand. Days 
warm and nights frosty. Berlin firmat 1 mark ad- 
vance. 

A well-informea party says of the country’s re- 
serves of oats that they are congested and not started 
tocome to market. Advices from lowa are that 
State is full of oats. 

The average of 58.9 tothe bushel, given by the 
Government, as the weight of wheat, bears out the 
statements that have been made that the '91 crop 
was one of the best and heaviest ever raised. 

One commission house received three telegrams 
this morning one reading‘ * Wheat certainly damagea 
by the freeze.’’ Another read, ‘**No damage that 
wecan hear of’’’ and another stated, *‘Believe 
panes benefited by the frost. Growth was too for- 
ward.’ 

The situation this morning was: Half the traders 
not knowing howto read the Government report 
on reserves or afraid ofcrop damage, the other half 
out of their shorts or long a little wheat, the former 
wishirg fot an advance so they could put out more 
short wheat and the latter so they could se]] out. 

Considering the extremely short crop of '90, and 
particularily in the principal distributive States, 
where the supplies were so low that the local calls 
upon the new crop were unusually heavy atthe be- 
ginning of the season, the estimate of 860,000,000 
bu as still in farmers’ hands on March 1 is surpris- 
ingly large. 

In last SUNDAY’S POST-DISPATCH an estimate on 
farmers’ reserves of wheat fof March 1 placed the 
amount at 172,000,000 bu. As the Government's 
estimate is 171,000,000 bu, the Post-DIsSPaTcu fig- 
ures were rightin line. The Cincinnati Price Cur- 
rent’s estimate of 142,000,000 bu d the New York 
Prodace Exchange's of 138,000, bu were not in 
it for a moment.

The colts re- 
ferred toare His Highness, son of The Ill 
Used, son of Breadalbane; and Victory, son 
of Brag. They are handicapped to carry the 
top weights, 130 pounds and 127 pounds re. 
spectively in the Volunteer Handicap of the 
Conty Island Jockey Club. This does 
not take into account what Salvator 
and other extraordinary sons of Prince 
Charlie may do when their stock come 
out on the American turf. In Australia 
St. Albans, by Blair Athol, has been for a 
long time an exceedingly successful stud 
horse, while Lochiel, a black son of Prince 
Charile, Who was in the highest class over 
long distances, isexpected to found a line 
worthy of his illustrious sire.
